The .remaining directors insist 
that the accounts are straight.

bank in September last showed depos- 
its to be $381,000; loans and discounts,

from banks, $6,000; bonds, $144,000. 
The capital stock was $100,000.

French Development In Africa. 
France and England are the sole 


powers whose developments in Africa 
have taken vital root—that is to say, 
would continue on if tbe support of 
the mother country should be with- 
drawn. 
France made her entrance 


from the extreme north by way of 
Algiers, England from tbe extreme 
south by way of Cape Colony. 
Al- 


giers is slightly warmer and damper 
'•-han Cape Town, but the physical fea- 
tures of the two regions are much 
alike. The fruit gardens of Natal are 
reproduced along the shore of the Med- 
iterranean. 
France has the Arab of 


the desert to deal with and England 
the savage son of the veldt. Both have 
problems of irrigation to encounter, as 
well as means of transportation and 
communication, and both have extend- 
ed their empires with remarkable 
swiftness and energy. France failed in 
her rivalry with England in the Amer- 
ican continent 130 years ago, but her 
method in Africa is in strong contrast 
with that on the St. Lawrence and in 
the Mississippi valley. 
Then it was 


the feudal system, the seigneur hold- 
ing his land of the king and the hab- 
itants or cultivators of the soil holding 
theirs of the seigneurs for an equiva- 
lent in service and cash. That systems 
failed, and the lesson has borne fruit 
in Algeria, where the French settlers 
are the free citizens of a republic and 
individually bold and progressive, but 
with capacity for collective action. 
They have developed no Rhodes, nei- 
ther a Jamestown raid. 


With the desert before her at every 


step of advance, France has to deal 
with the great problem of irrigation. 
Every road from the coast to the colo- 
nial settlements lies through sand, but 
it ends at an oasis formed or fed by 
artesian wells. The desert could only 
be subdued by planting oases, and 
oases could only be planted by sinkin 
wells. 
These oases do not "die," as 


did the old primitive ones, through tbe 
action of the sand, and this feature 
has given the Arabs security of tenure 
and development. They cease to roam, 
attach themselves permanently to the 
soil and range themselves on the side 
of law and order. 
In this way the 


fierce and dangerous tribes have been 
subdued. 


The French absorption of Morocco, 


which recently came under the nominal 
control of France, seems a natural out- 
come of the colonial policy which has 
proved so successful. 
French explor- 


ers have penetrated the desert, colo- 
nies are pushing inland, and ancient 
and abandoned trade routes will be re- 
established. 
But the fastnesses of Mo 


rocco cannot be allowed to shelter thi 


i lawless anil unruly elements of deser; 
' life, descendants of the pirates whose 
maraudings originally drew French 
arms and enterprise to Algeria. So 
the agreements of recent date by which 
France is allowed her way in Morocco 
are merely a frank acknowledgment 
of her years of patient labor and sacri- 
fice. Her widely laid plans of settle- 
ment and development, her stability 
and capacity for dealing with tbe prob- 
lems involved, confer rights that claim 
a certain recognition, like those of dis 
covery and conquest. 


The late Episcopal general conven 


tion passed a constitutional amendment 
permitting special forms of service to 
fit special cases. 
It is thought that 


many Lutheran bodies may be brougln 
over to the Episcopal church by this 
concession. The Episcopal and Luther 
an worship differs chiefly in liturgica 
forms. There are five general bodies 
of Lutherans in America, besides six 
teen independent synods and many in 
dependent congregations. A genera 
movement of Lutherans to the Episco 
pal ranks is not probable, but many o: 
the independent synods and congrcga 
tions may unite in order to strengthen 
church affiliations.

A USEFUL SCIENTIST. 


Dr. H. W. Wiley and the Remit* of 


Hi* "Pol*oii Squad" Experiment!. 
Professor Harvey W. Wiley of Wash- 


ington is one of the best known chem- 
ists in the United States, and he has 
put his knowledge of chemistry to 
good use in various ways. 
He has 


taught chemistry to college students, 
has written books on 'the subject and 
served on exposition juries for the 
award of prizes for chemical exhibits. 
l$ut nothing else that he ever did at- 
tracted so much attention as his ex- 
periments to determine the effect on 
the human system of the preservatives 
used by many manufacturers of food 
products in putting up meats. 


In 
conducting these 
experiments 


r*i'ofc^sc,r V. ilc'y cr^iinizod v/^r.t v.'cs 
jocularly called a "poison squad," com- 
posed of about a dozen young men, 
employees in the agricultural depart- 
ment of the government, who were fed 
on suspected foods at tbe expense of 
Uncle Sam. Dr. Wiley is chief of the 
bureau of chemistry of the department

Dr. Wiley is fifty-seven years of age. 


He was graduated from Hanover col- 
lege in 1867 and has received from 
Harvard university the degrees of Ph. 
D. and L.L. D. He has held professor- 
ships in several institutions 'and has 
twice been a delegate to the interna- 
tional congress of applied chemistry.

the part of an affectionate wife who 
has an indifferent husband. The hus- 
band (well played by M. Dumeny) de- 
rides the wife and dares her to be un- 
Ttatthful/-f tehermore"he" deliberately 
thrusts her into the presence of the 
ubiquitous "friend of the family." How 
.often in plays, as in real life, the 
"friend of the family" becomes the be- 
trayer of confidence! However, in this 
case the "friend" found the game pro- 
gressing to his liking without more 
than a modicum of his own effort. 
No Emotional Mountain Peaks. 


In "Amoureuse" Mine. Rejane Is not 


required • to scale emotional heights. 
As she is a Frenchwoman, she does 
not sit in a corner and mope when her 
husband repulses her. Neither does 
she shoot or poison herself in a wild 
burst of anger or anguish. She simply 
takes him at his word and does what 
he flares her to do. In the end she con- 
fesses, the husband's old time love re- 
turns and the breach is healed. 
"Lolotte." 


In '"Lolotte," a one act comedy 


•which followed "Amoureuse" on the 
'opening night, Mine. Rejane was deli- 
ciously gay and capricious. She enact- 
ed the role of Lolotte, an actress who 
is asked to teach a wealthy provincial 
society woman how to act. 
Rejane's Early Days. 


When Gabrielle Reju, now known as 


Rejane, came into the world in one of 
the most truly Parisian quarters of the 
French tapital, 14 Rue de la Donane, be- 
tween St. Martin's gate and the Place 
flu Chateau d'Eau, her mother tended 
the buffet in the lobby of the Ambigu, 
and her father took ticket checks at a 
theater. As soon as she could walk 
the child spent her evenings with her 
mother at the Ambigu. 


One first night between the acts she 


tried to imitate for her mother the art- 


dressing room of Adelc Page, In which 
her inother^spent an evening. The mir- 
ror fascinated her above all else. She 
could not tear her eyes from this, the 
very zenith of luxury and elegance, 
nor did the picture of this mirror leave 
her mind even late in life. 


Amid such surroundings Gabrielle 


Rejane—destined to be recognized as 
one of the greatest of French comedi- 
ennes—had her earliest perspective on 
life. Her fame had long preceded her 
when, in 1895, she visited America, 
winning fresh laurels in the new world 
of her endeavor. 
A Franc For Supper. 


Before she had reached the age of 


', five her father died, and mother and 
; child were thrown on their own re- 
, sources. Gabrielle was sent to a school, 


Every evening her mother sent her a 
franc for her supper, which she took a 
a neighboring restaurant in the out 
skirts of St. Martin's. 
A Maker of Fans. 


Between school hours and all day 


Thursday the girl showed herself ver; 
apt in making palm fans for the firm 
of Meyer, Rue Meslay, receiving fo 
her workmanship from 2 francs 2 
centimes to 2 francs 50 centimes a doz 
en. But the two women were proud 
and hated manual labor. They paid 
neighbor 5 sous for carrying their 
work to the manufacturer. 


"We were ladies of quality in secret,' 


smiled Rejane in relating these de- 
tails.
